"Rock county was saved by last, 
night's rain," said Rj T.,Glassco, coun- 
ty agricultural agent, this morning. 
"Had this excessive heat continued 
10 more- days 50 percent of the corn 
crop would have been lost. If we do 
not have another hot, dry spell there 
will be a fairly 
good crop in this: 
county this year.'' Mr. Glassco said. 
On light soils which Mr. Glassco in- 
vestigated during his trips 
through, 
th'e country, he found that the corn 
plants were fired from the roots up._ 
air. Glassco stated that from his 
investigation, the following yield^rorn 
each crop would be anticipated: Fall 
wheati-,30 bushels to the acre; spring 
wheat, 15 bushels to the acre.

oats crop, which has" been injured, nol 
alone bv the drought, but b>' black 


the acre. Barley is also a good crop 
this year, yielding -40 bushels to the 
acre.
